On Account of the Indian 
Wars. 

II. H. Walker of Bolton who has 
been in the pension business for i 
number of years, and who is re> 
garded as an expert pension attor 
ney, saysthe Gainesyille Eagle, was 
appointed last Saturday by Goy 
crnor Candler as special attorney 
for the state to collect certain 
alleged funds paid by the state to 
certain military companies doing 
service in subduing the Cherokee 
Indians in 1836 and 1838. For this 
service Mr. Walker is to receive 
15 per cent and he pays all costs 
and assumes all responsibility. 

In an effort to arrange for the 
payment of certain pensions Mr 
Walker discovered that several 
companies of militia in the employ 
of the federal government in 1830 
and 1838 had been paid for their 
services by the state and had never 
been mustered in the United States 
government, presumably on ac- 
count of some oversight. 

When this matter was brought to 
the notice of Governor Candler he 
issued the following order: 

NOV. 18, 1899.— 1 hereby ap 
point H. H. Walker, of Belton, 
Ga., attorney for the state of 
Georgia to examine into and ascer- 
tain the amount paid by the state 
of Georgia for military service and 
expenses of Captains John E. 
Price, Samuel Patterson and other 
militia companies called into 
military serviee by the governor of 
Georgia to protect the citizens and 
suppress the Cherokee Indians dis- 
turbances of 18343 to 1838. 

Also authorize and empower said 
attorney to prepare and present 
the claim of the state to congress to 
refund and reimburse the state of 
Georgia the amount paid by the 
state for the purpose above nam- 
ed. And for the services of said 
attorney I hereby agree to pay him 
15 per cent of the amount actually 
collected by him; he to pay all exs 
penses of every sort incurred in 
the prosecution of the claim or 
claims undertaken by him and state 
to be bound neither to him nor 
any one else for any cost of fees or 
charges of any kind other than the 
15 per cent of the actual recover 
as specified.

All the mining operations sus- 
pended work Thanksgiving Day. 
The two or three days rain last 
week strengthened the water, enab- 
ling the deposit miners to be more 
successful with their operations. 

The dirt work of the Hand cans 
al is about finished. Work will be 
ushed on the tubes so as to have 
the water at tho mine by tho time 
the mill is completed. 

It is no unusual occurrence here, 
for gold to be picked up on our 
streets after a rain. Several were 
out the other day seeing how much 
they could find. 

By reference to an article on tho 
fourth page you will perceive that 
the Pioneer Exploitation Company 
proposes to transact business in a 
business like way. 

The Consolidated still continues 
purchasing mineral property. Tho 
Columbia is the latest addition it 
has made to its already large min- 
eral interests in Lumpkin county 
which adjoins the celebrated .Find- 
ley mine.

Dear Sir— Your favor of Sept. 25 
ipeoeived. In as much as you write 
jor praotical results as to what has been 
raised per acre, I do not think I could 
better answer your inquiries than to 
quote the crop reports reported to the 
Tarious state and county "Fairs" a few 
years since. Both the culture and its 
Miults were verified by the affidavits of 
disinterested parties. In 1873 Mr. R. H. 
Hardiway produced on upland in 
Thomas county (Lower Georgia) 119 
bushels of Indian corn on 1 acre, yield- 
ing a net profit ot $77.17. In the same 
bounty the same year Mr. E. T. Davis 
produced 96>£ bushels of rust proof oats 
"per acre. After the oats were harvested 
tha same land he planted in cotton and 
in the fall gathered 800 pounds seed 
fOtton. 

Mr. John J. Parker, Thomas county, 
produced in 1874 on 1 acre 604 gallons of 
cane syrup, which netted him $153. o7. 

In 1874 Mr. Wily W. Groover of 
Brooks county produced with two horses 
on a farm of 126 acres, without the aid 
^f "Commercial Fertilizers," cotton, 
com, oats, peas, sugar cane and potatoes 
to the value of $3,258. 25. The total cost 
of production was $1,445.00, leaving 
net profit of crop $2,213.25. 

Mr. J. R. Respass of Schley county 
gathered in 1878 a little upwards of 600 
bushels of oats from 5 acres. 

In 1876 Mr. G. J. Drake of Spald- 
ing county (Middle Georgia) produced 
$4 bushels corn on 1 acre of land. 

Mr. John Bonner of Carroll county 
(Middle Georgia) made 3 bales of cot- 
ton (500 pounds each) on 1 acre. Mr. 
R. H. Springer of Carroll county madei 
94 bales of cotton from 100 acres of land. 
In Wilkes county 123 bushels corn, 
ware produced on 1 acre of bottom land. 
Mr. J. F. Madden of Wilkes county 
produced, in 1876, 1W bashels of oats 
on 1 acre. 

Dr. William Jones of Burke county 
produced 480 gallons of syrup on 1 acne 
<187?}. William O. Palmar in 1877, 
with oae mule, made 25 bales of 
cotton (500 pounds each) and a fine crop 
of corn. 

Mr. R. M. Brooks' of Pike county 
(Middle Georgia) in 1873 made on 5 
acres of bottom land 500 bushels of rice; 
(ptal cost was $75.00; net profit, $300. 

Mr- R- B Baxter of Hancock county 
^Middle Georgia) in 1872 harvested at 
the first cutting (first year's crop) 4,863 
pounds of dry oloser hay per acre. 

Dr. T. P. Jbnea of Greene county pro- 
duced 5. tons, of clover hay per acre, in 
one season, at two cuttings. 

M?. S, W. Leak of Spauldiug county, 
gathered in the fall of 1873 from 1 
acre,, from which he had harvested 40 
bushels wlieat in June, 10,720 pounds 
peavine hay; net profit from wheat, 
$66.00; from peaYlne hay, $268.08, a net 
profit on 1 acre of $299.08. 

J. R. Winters of Cobb county (Upper 
Georgia) produced in 1873 from a little 
ov«r 1 acre 6,875 pounds of dry clover 
hay at the first cutting of the second 
year's crop. 

Mr. Jeremiah Daniel produced 125 
bashels corn from 1 acre- of land. 

Mr. R. Peters (Upper Georgia) in 1874 
harvested from 8 acres of Lucern 14 
tons and 200 pounds of hay per acre. 

Captain C. W. Howard produced on 
Lookout mountain (Upper Georgia) in 
1874 on 1 acre of unmanurad land 108 
bushels of Irish potatoes which he sold 
in Atlanta at a net profit of $97. 25. 

In 1884 there was a premium offered 
by Messrs. G. W. Scott & Co. for the 
best acres of cotton and corn grown 
with their fertilizers, the result was 
very gratifying. One hundred farmers, 
in different sections of the state, eon- 
tested for these prizes and sent in their 
returns properly sworn to and attested. 
Seventy-five farmers contested for the 
cotton prizes. They averaged 774 
pounds of lint cotton to the acre, with 
115.00 per acre spent for fertilizers. 
The highest yield was 1,545 pounds of 
lint cotton to the acre, or about 4 bales. 
There were 16 ooru contestants for 
the corn prizes, who made an average 
81 bushels to the acre. The highest 
yield being 116^ bushels. 

In 1888 Mr. A. O. Harper of Elbert 
county (Northeast Georgia) made 28 
bales of cotton, a good crop of corn and 
oats, with two horses. Mr. Z. A Tate 
and W. E. Tate (Elbert county) mada

The Dog Law. 

The dog bill passed the Senate 
last Tuesday and is now law, or 
will be first of January when every 
person owning or keeping a dog 
four months old in Georgia will 
have to pay $1.00, and for each fes 
male dog $1. 50. There was already 
a tax on guns and pistols and now 
that the present legislature has 
finished taxing everything a per- 
son has for protection it can ad- 
journ and each member who voted 
for the dog law make up his mind 
to be content to retire to private 
life as none of them will ever go as 
a representative any more. 

The bill provides that on tho 1st 
of January of each year the ordina- 
y of each county shalropen a book 
to be known as the ".Register of 
Dogs," in which shall be entered 
the name of each person owning or 
keeping a dog and desiring to regis- 
ter the animal. Upon the payment 
of the tax the owner will receive 
from ordinary a tag to be placed on 
the dog to show that the tax for 
the year has been paid. When the 
bill was put upon its passage, Sena- 
tor Fouche called for the ayes and 
noes, and as a result, twenty-four 
voted for and eleven against the 
passage of the measure.

Producing it Dairy Cow. 

Breeding, fitting and training horses 
for the speed track requires knowledge, 
judgment, skill and patience. The 
young animal must be the get of an an- 
cestry whose distinguishing traits ara 
inteiliganoe, aotion and endurance. Ha 
must be bred for speed. Good judg- 
ment and skill, gained from experience, 
must determine whether the young 
thing gives promise of possessing the 
qualities essential in am animal bred for 
•peed. Judgment, skill and patience 
are required in feeding, fitting and 
training the young thing for a winning 
performance in the speed contests. This 
feeding, fitting and training begins at a 
Tory early stage of the colt's existence, 
and is patiently persisted in until the 
limit of development is reached. 

The production of a profitable dairy 
oow begins with the breeding, fitting 
and training of the oalf. The ancestry 
must be the best we can get for the pur- 
pose, and the calf must be fed and cared 
lor with that end constantly in view. 
The food provided must be of the kind 
and quantity which will most com- 
pletely develop a milk-giving animal, 
and not a flesh and fat-producing ani- 
mal. Nature has furnished this food 
In the mother's milk and in grass, but 
as we must rob the milk of its fat we 
must replaoe this element with some- 
thing equally good and much cheaper. 
One cent's worth of corn and flaxseed 
meal is worth as much to the calf, in 
combination with sweet skim milk and 
grass, as one pound of butter fat in tht 
whole milk. 

The value of oats, fed in conneotioa 
with skim milk and choice hay for a 
dairy calf food, should not be underesti- 
mated. Vigorous growth, exercise and 
develpment is what we must get if w« 
are to have a cow capable of large per- 
formance. The oats and hay are balky 
•nd increase the capaoity of the stomach 
and digestive organs, and their exercise 
develops the capacity of the animal fo* 
properly taking and using large quanti- 
ties of bulky milk making food. Good, 
•weet hay, preferably early out, well- 
cured clover, should be supplied from 
the time the calf is 3 or i weeks old. A 
clean, well bedded, well ventilated, sun- 
lit stable is the place for calves in win- 
ter and the same with screened windows 
for summer. 

Milk cows and calves should be kepi 
in screened stables during the heat of 
the day in summer. There is no profit 
for the owner or comfort for the cows 
and calf es in fighting flies in the hot 
tun. Developing the milk-giving habit, 
which comes with the offica of ma- 
ternity, is an important feature in the 
fitting and training of a good cow. Ma- 
ternity should come neither too early 
nor too late. Growth and physical vigor 
ere often sacrificed in foroing the office 
of maternity upon the young things. 
Muoh depends upon the development 
of the animal, but it may be safely said 
that no heifer should drop her first ealf 
before she is 2 years old, and not later 
than when 30 months of age. 

The handling of the calves and heifers 
it also an important feature of this de- 
velopment and training. They should 
be trained to the cow habit of depend- 
ence upon and regard for their master 
from iufanoy to maturity. The heifer 
or cow that does not repay her owner 
for gentleness, kindness and intelligent 
oare, has not sense or capacity enough 
for a dairy cow, and the man who with- 
holds these from the good cow has 
neither sense nor capacity enough for a 
good dairyman. — Dairy and Creamery. 
Wheat Hay. 

Question.— Is wheat hay a good feed 
for stock? Give us some information 
•bout when to eut and how ie oure and 
lave same. 

Answer. — Wheat out in early dough 
state, so there will be about one-third 
size grain after becoming dry, and be- 
fore the stems get dry, makes one of the 
best forage crops for horses, mules and 
cattle. The oost is small, and the kind 
is ready for peas, and other crops, two 
weeks earlier than if the wheat is al- 
lowed to mature and the soil is not ex- 
hausted of nitrates, etc., in making 
grain. Cut wheat with mower, rake 
up as soon as dry, it dries quiokly, then 
it should go to the barn. From ten to 
SO days,- or more, preferable ten days, 
the bailer should be used. This hay is 
superior to any other kind from any 
quarter. For stook doing light work it 
it a balance ration, it is not heating to 
animals as oats and some other feeds 



Sow about one bushel to 
either smooth or bearded varieties. It 
pays better than to cut and thresh the 
wheat, where feed is wanted. About 
lU tons to the acre is an avarage yield..

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Among the bills passed by the 
house of the Georgia legislature 
last Saturday was one by Mr. Post, 
of Coweta, providing for an official 
report of all the gold in the state 
so that the output of Georgia caa 
be ascertained accurately. The 
opinion is held by Mr. Post that 
there is a large quantity of gold 
sold in different shapes from the 
mines of north Georgia, of which 
no record is made in the United 
States' report on mining and min- 
ing statistics, The bill proyides 
that all the yellow meta! sold in 
Georgia shall be recorded so that 
the state can receive the benefit of 
producing the metal. In our 
opinion this is an unjust move, one 
which should not become a law. 
The public has no more right to 
know what a miner makes than it 
has a merchant, lawyer, doctor or 
any one else doing business. 

Dahlonega has been visited this 
week by Judge S. P. Shope and 
Robert S. Disney, both of Chicago, 
the object of their yisit being to 
look over their large mining inter- 
est in this section known as the 
"Briar Patch" and other valuable 
mineral lands. Some months ago 
their attention was attracted to this 
section by the report of the wealth 
of the Dahlonega district, and Dr. 
T. R. Cravens, of the same city 
was sent down to make a thorough 
examination, which resulted in an 
investment being made and a com- 
pany organized, known as the 
Chicago and New South Gold Min- 
g Co. Judge Shope has been a 
Judge of the Supreme Court of 
that state for nine years and owns 
large mining interests in Washing- 
ton, Cripple Creek and Gilford 
county, Col., among them being 
the Rollans. Mr, Disney is a 
prominent Chicago real estate man. 
This is his third visit to Georgia 
and he has lost none of his first 
enthusiasm. He is the financial 
agent of the company and Dr. 
Cravens is general manager and 
treasurer. Judge Shope and Mr, 
Disney made a thorough examina- 
tion of the "Briar Patch" property 
and are well pleased with the out- 
look, feeling satisfied that it is one 
of the best placer mines in Georgia. 
They carried back plans to put 
a sufficient amount of water on the 
mine to work it profitably, which 
will be perfected when they reach 
that city. Dr. Cravens will return 
in about a couple of weeks and be 
ready to start the mill on lot 810. 
Judge Shope visited the Hand 
mine while here and was well satis- 
fied with the big mill and chlorinas 
tion plant being built by tho Con- 
solidated Co. He stated that it 
one of the most complete mills 
he ever saw. This speaks volumns, 
for the Judge is well acquainted 
ith such work and has been for 
the past twenty-fiye years. In an 
interview with a Constitution repor- 
ter about our mines the Judge said: 
I am surprised beyond meas- 
ure at tho vast wealth of the Dah- 
lonega district," said Judge Shope, 
■and I cannot see why the people 
of Georgia have failed to appreci- 
ate the possibilities that are theirs 
for the asking. Dahlonega is one 
of the richest gold countries I 
know of, and owners of land in the 
iciuity have let thousands of dols 
irs' worth of gold remain at their 
ery feet, so to speak, and would 
not take the trouble to pick it up. 
"The property near whore our 
land is located has never really 
been mined. It has simply beon 
'gophered' — punched full of holes 
and tho soil carelessly washed out. 
At present we are confining our- 
selves to placer mining, but in a 
short time we hope to begin opera- 
tions on a large scale. In ninety 
lays we expect to have a large 
stamp mill in full operation and 
tve will get iu the very latest im- 
proved machinery and facilities of 
ill kinds. "Some weeks ago we 
washed out a strip of laud 100 feet 
long by ten feet wide and got 300 
pennyweight of gold.

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1 have been asked to write a de- 
scription of the people of Negros, 
their customs, religion, etc. It is 
a hard task, and while I shall at- 
tempt to comply the result will, of 
course be meager and unsatisfacto« 
ry, since there are so many well 
written articles on the subject pub- 
lished in newspapers and maga- 
zines. Before beginning I will say 
thai Negros, the island on which 
most of the Sixth Infantry is stas 
tioncd, is about seventy miles in 
length; the distance across the 
north end of the island is near 
twenty four miles, at the central 
part a little more than twelve, and 
towards the south the distance in- 
creases to thirty- six. In shape 
Ncgros, as it appears on the map, 
reminds one very much of Italy, 
though of course much smaller. In 
the center of the island, extending 
from north to south, is a range of 
mountains which has one yoleano 
in the north central part a few 
miles east of La Balota, the head - 
quarters of the second battalion of 
which is Company ''E" (my com 
pany) is a part. From the east 
from Negros, lies the island of Ce- 
bu, separated by a narrow chan- 
nel, and north west is the noted 
island, Panay, which haslloilo, our 
chief supply depot, for its princi • 
pal town. 

In my description 1 shall confine 
myself entirely to Negros, as I am 
not familiar with any other islands, 
and shall write principally of the. 
middle class, referring occasionally 
to the higher and lower classes. 
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arrangement, which has bell snap- 
ped sleeves reaching midway be- 
tween elbow and wrist, is a thin 
white undershirt showing through 
the thin piua. The women wear a 
handkerchief or cloth over their 
heads when they go out into tb< 
sunshine. As I said before, the 
women go bare-foot or wear slip- 
pers without stockings. 

The male children, until they 
reach the age of ten or twelve, 
wear no clothing at all, or in some 
cases just a "fig leaf." The female 
children wear just a little cotton 
chemise, originally white. The 
children seldom we.tr a head cover- 
ing of any sort and always go bare- 
foot except on Sunday when a few 
of the little girls put on slippers, 
and think that they are dressed up. 
In the mountain districts the men 
wear only a cloth around the waist 
and the women wear less clothing 
than they do in the towns. 

The houses are usually made 
square in shape with pointed roof. 
First four or more posts are placed 
some few feet in the ground, then 
to these the frame work is lashed, 
the floor of split bt.mboo is then 
laid and afterwards the niper is 
put on. The floor is about six feet 
from the ground giying room un- 
derneath for the cariboo and hogs 
to live. The window shutters, 
which are made of niper and con- 
sequently very high, are swung 
from the top and to open are push- 
ed outward and supported by a 
cane reaching from bottom of shut- 
ter to window sill. The doors are 
generally made of split bamboo 
and so constructed as to slide back 
and forth. The house contains one

arc great smokers. They make | 
cigars from the tobacco leaf and I 
tie one end to prevent unrolling. ! 
Cigarettes are also universally I 
smoked. To giye you an idea of j 
the size that the women make their | 
cigars: I went to Vito, a barrios of ; 
Escalante, and while I was in the 
house of Nickolas Barilea, (the ; 
chief of scouts, paying the native j 
scouts,) I noticed that Senora 
Barilea was smoking aa unusually 
large cigar; so 1 told her that judg 
ing from the size of her cigar she 
was yery fond of smoking; where- 
upon the woman went to her trunk, 
or box, and produced three or 
four cigars that would actually 
frighten an inveterate smoker. 
Without exageration the things 
were eighteen inches in length, 
three inches in diameter at one end 
and two at the other. Old Nicko- 
las is one of the better and unore 
intelligent class, and is considered 
quite wealthy. 

The Bisayans are yery affection- 
ate- to their intermediate families, 
considering their state of civiliza- 
tion. They arc true to their mar- 
riage vows and contracts. I know 
of only two instances where one 
man has two wives; the president 
of Manapla has one family that 
live on his farm, and another that 
live in town, The president of 
Escalante also has two wives, and 
both of them live in the same 
house, and appear to be perfectly 
contented. This custom of more 
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iatmg. Marriages are 
eel by bailes (dances) 
mat the house of the 



eating. The meal is served in six 
or eight courses, wine, whisky and 
beer are served duing the meal. 
After all have finished eating the 
dancing begin- again, waltz, 
polka, quadrille, and 
dance, are gone through all by 
fast music except the last, which is 
by slow -and solemn music. There 
is no swinging of hands but ges- 
tures are made with the arms rais- 
ed above the horizontal and beat 
upward slightly. During the baile 
which lasts until about four in the 
morning, the monte game goes on 
in one corner of the room, the wos 
men and men participating alike 
and often times considerable sums 
of money change hands, I have 
known as much as thirteen thous 
and dollars to be won by one man 
in a single game. A marriage 
dance last for three days and three 
nights, dancing, gambling, smok- 
ing and eating going on all the 
time. A funeral is followed by a 
dance similar to the one just de- 
scribed except that it lasts for a 
night only. It is to be remember- 
ed that the above described bailo 
is among the richer class. There 
are no restrictions as to age for 
marriages, fourteen is sufficient for 
the girls, while the boy is general- 
ly sixteen or more. There are 
many instances, however, where 
the manage contract is made at a 
much earlier age. As there are no 
padres now there is really no re- 
ligious ooremony for the marriage. 
The couple just take up their 
abode together with the underw 
standing that they are to be mar- 
ried when they have a priest or 
proper person to officiate. The 
mutual agreement seems to bo 
sufficient and the pair live together 
with the same, happiness and 
the same results as if their hands 
and hearts had been united by the 
priest.

It is most like the coal fields, there 
is ore in every hill for over 100 
miles. You can take these rock 
and pound them up fine and get a 
little gold out of the most of them. 
I have been out scouting around 
and picked up rock and brought 
them in and beated them up and 
washed probably two dollars worth 
of gold out. These rock are hard 
plintz like our limestone. They 
have to be crushed and then put in 
•the stamp mill and stamped till it 
is fine like flour. Then there is 
water running over it which 
washes all the dust out and leaves 
the gold on the plates where it 
comes out of the mill.
